620-6151) will probably have the 
most room for your Signal issues, 
since that binder usually only 
contains miscellaneous hardware 
manuals.

Where to put 
that 



A Strict interpretation of the 
ProFile Owner's Manual may 
cause one to believe that "flat" 
means "level", and that a ProFile 
disk should only sit on a nice, 
firm tabletop. Don't worry, just 
stack it on tt^ of your Lisa 
(The system documentation never 
actually says to do it, but it's 
hard to find a picture of a Lisa 
that isn't sitting under a 
ProFile.) And even though the 
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owner's Manual may sound like 
only the Rock of Gibraltar can 
be an acceptably solid 
foundation for your ProFile^ 
Semaphore has found the unit to 
be quite good at ignoring bumps 
sBTd vibration, even while 
sitting atop a wobbly desk that 
begins shaking the moment any 
large truck comes within a two 
block radius. However, we do 
follow the Owner's Manual 
recommendation to leave the 
Profile powered on at all 
times, even when the Lisa Is 
turned off. @
